Accused of Murder 
She and jazz drummer Johnny 
Warren, 33, are accused of mur­ 
dering her husband, Cecil Wells, 
51, wealthy Fairbanks auto dealer 
and former president of the All- 
Alaska Chamber of Commerce. 
He was fatally shot in the Alaska 
city last Oct. 17. 
Mrs. Wells had contended she 
was beaten senseless by two men 
who broke into the Wells’ Fair­ 
banks home and her husband was 
killed before she regained con­ 
sciousness. She sustained facial 
bniises and blackened eyes. 
Warren, free on $5.000 bail, said 
Iip and Mrs. Wells had had a love 
affair, which 
she 
denied. 
She 
maintained she was innocent of 
the shooting. 
Arrested in Oakland 
Warren was arrested in Oak­ 
land, Calif., where he told police 
that at a Fairbanks club Mrs. 
Wells’ eyes “led me to believe she 
might appreciate attention.’’

hotel here Monday evening.

A spokesman for the Raymond 
Company, sub-contractors for a 
bridge over the Tillson road about 
a quarter of a mile from the Mc- 
Evoy Grocery Store, said a fuse 
must have blown when the high 
tension wires were severed, that

had 
"no 
juice.” The fuse, he explained, is 
a kind of safety device actuated 
when anything comes in contact 
with the wires. 
Was Booming Down 
He said the pile driver was 
“booming down to drive a sloping 
pile” when the huge tower began 
to lean.

Albany, March 10 iJP>—A sweep­ 
ing revision of New York's "big 
truck” laws was before the Leg­ 
islature today, aimed at promoting 
safety, reducing road wear and 
relieving traffic congestion. 
Meanwhile, Gov. Dewey signed 
a dozen bills into law, and th e 
L eg islatu re 
plow ed 
th ro u g h a 
m ass of m ino r m easu res. 
The truck bills, submitted yes­ 
terday, also are designed to sim­ 
plify administration of the state's 
vveight-distance tax law. 
T he legislation would: 
1. Reduce from 50 to 45 feet the 
maximum legal length of tractor- 
trailers, effective in 1960. 
2. Set 65,000 pounds as the top 
gross weight on the heaviest type 
of trucks. There is no statutory 
limit nowr. 
3. Scrap the "consecutive three- 
axle” portion of the bridge re­ 
striction formula, which allows 
across bridges rear-tandem trac- 
tor-trailers carrying 57,000 pounds 
and single rear axle vehicles car­ 
rying 53,000 pounds. 
4. Permit a moderate increase 
in cargo weights on tandem axle 
tractor-trailers. 
M ore B ra k in g S urface 
Bertram 
D. Tallamy, state 
public works superintendent, said 
the rear-tandem axles would pro­ 
vide more brake lining surface 
and reduce brake failures, as well 
as permit a lower center of grav­ 
ity on trucks. 
Tallamy said the 65.000-pound 
gross weight limit would mean 
cheaper transportation costs to 
the consumer and permit four 
trailers to carrying the same load 
that five now carry.

SPACE PROBLEMS 
Since the adv ent of telev ision children 
hav e been captiv ated by the idea of con­ 
quering space. Youngsters who once wor­ 
shipped at the shrine of mov ie cowboy s now 
focus their attention on “ space” adv enture 
programs and there has been a phenomenal 
sale of toy rocket ships, space helmets and 
other equipment designed to turn the back­ 
y ard into a launching platform for a ship 
to the moon. 
All this was v ery well when it was con­ 
fined to the imaginings of children. But 
ev ery day there are news stories which indi­ 
cate that trav el to other planets is not an 
ideal confined to the y oungsters. Reputable 
scientists, men who hesitate to make start­ 
ling statements, are taking the idea quite 
seriously . 
Recently we read of the armed forces con­ 
ducting searches through the skies for tiny 
earth satellites which might be used as step­ 
ping stones to the stars. Such satellites 
would prov e of use as launching platforms 
for missiles in time of war. In peace time 
they might hold the key to man’s conquest 
of space. 
All this is v ery disquieting. J ust about 
the time that we hav e adjusted to the age of 
the automobile and the airplane, new con­ 
cepts appear for us to accept. It took us a 
long time to get used to carry ing our sun­ 
glasses and to remember to keep our temper 
in check when parking spaces are not av ail­ 
able. How will we ev er learn to liv e with 
space helmets and rocket ships? 


A STRONG J APAN 
There has been a great deal of pressure 
by certain factions in J apan to secure the 
withdrawal of American troops. Despite the 
fact that J apan is in no position to defend 
itself and cannot hope to be for a long time, 
some J apanese politicians hav e made politi­ 
cal capital of anti-American sentiment. 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida, a wise and able 
man, has taken a positiv e stand in fav or of 
the continued presence of American troops 
in J apan. In a recent speech he made clear 
his belief that communism in Asia is a men­ 
ace to a free and independent J apan and 
that his country cannot hope for any secur­ 
ity without a strong alliance with America. 
It is a paradox that J apan, once one of 
the most militaristic states in history , now 
tends strongly toward pacifism. Many of 
the J apanese who do not wish the country 
to rearm or to cooperate with American 
defense ideas are not in sy mpathy with com­ 
munism. They simply do not wTant their 
country to fight again, whatev er the reason. 
These misguided J apanese do not realize 
the difference between building strength for 
aggression and building it for defense. A 
strong J apan is an effectiv e deterrent to any 
large scale w ar in Asia—a weak J apan would 
be an inv itation to the Reds to start trouble 
there. 
Premier Yoshida has guided the destiny of 
J apan for fiv e y ears. It may be hoped that 
he will continue in power. His wisdom and 
foresight hav e made him one of our most 
v aluable allies.

ROUND AND ROUND IT GOES 
I am often told that people ate tired of politics, 
that they are weary of the constant chatter of 
politicians, that they would prefer to escape from 
it all. Of course, it is possible to escape from poli­ 
tics by going to one of those Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries where y ou can get shot for even thinking 
politically . Hereabouts, politics remains a continu­ 
ing sport. Every other y ear somebody comes up for 
election for Federal office and there are alway s 
State and local offices to be tilled and the ex cite­ 
ment is alway s high. 
Nowt up in Maine, which is a kind of solemn 
State, Robert L. Jones is being pitted against 
Senator M argaret Chase Smith in the Republican 
Primaries. Whoever w’ins the Republican Primaries 
in Maine is likely to be elected, because, generally 
speaking, the Republicans prevail in that State. 
Occasionally , they do not and that becomes na­ 
tionally ex citing because the adage that as Maine 
goes, so the country goes, is still believed. 
The reason any body runs against the learned 
lady is that Senator M argaret Chase Smith never 
could q uite decide whether she is Republican or 
Democrat, because she voted her conscience, which 
can be variable. It is therefore believed that there 
is a fair chance to beat the lady in the primaries, 
although not a certain one. 
Robert Jones ccmes of French-Canadian and 
Yankee stock. If elected, he would probably be the 
first Senator of French-Canadian ancestry and in 
Maine, particularly in the northern end, that is 
politics. At any rate, the potato farmers and the 
fishermen would take it seriously . He is a graduate 
of Bates College and has been active in alumni 
work. 
Jones has lecently been associated with Sen­ 
ator Charles Potter of Michigan, who is embar­ 
rassed by his running against a colleague, so Pot- 
ter'let Jones go, which the latter was going to do 
any how. This may prove to be more embarrassing 
to Potter than Senator Smith’s wrath because 
Jones is a particular favorite of Senator McCarthy . 
In Illinois, where Senator Paul Douglas, the 
learned economist, runs for re-election as a Demo­ 
crat, the Republicans think so well of their chances 
that about seven of them are try ing in the pri- i 
maries.

Hay es gained tame by actively opposing the j 
recognition of Soviet Russia in 19 33 and. as head :

Roosevelt to lay his opposition on the line. This 
was a daring thing to do in the atmosphere of the 
time and gives Hay es a record of anti-Stalinism

which many a Johnny -eome-lately must envy . 
Whether thq Republicans will win in 
Illinois 
or Paul Douglas will keep his seat is for the voters 
to decide in far off November, but meanwhile there 
will be an astonishing amount of politics, vituper­ 
ation, ex citement and anguish. Sensitivity there is 
not likely to be much of, for that is a new trait in 
Washington where many grown men dislike being 
slapped on their bare wrists. 
I do not y et know’ what is to happen in New’ 
Hampshire. It has been suggested that the White 
House Keeper of the Gate, Sherman Adams, ex ­ 
pects to run in the Republican Primaries against 
Senator Sty les Bridges. Adams was Governor of 
New Hampshire before he went to work for the 
President. He has recently made a speech or two 
to project his personality before the people and 
he used the term, “Fear Deal.” which I thought 
was very smart of him, but it did not take. 
Most Republicans will be very annoy ed w’ith 
Sherman Adams if he tries to oust Sty les Bridges, 
who is a very big man in the Senate. Adams, 
rightly or wrongly , is disliked among Republicans 
because he gets all the blame for every thing that 
goes wrong. If no one else is accounted for, Adams 
is accused. He is in the awful position once held 
by Ray mond Moley . Rex ford Guy Tugwell, Tommy 
Cbrcoran and Harry Hopkins. It was probably true 
about Hopkins. As for Adams, he w’ould do better 
if he ran, say after 1956, when his virtues can 
catch up w’ith him and somebody else is the whip­ 
ping boy .

POSTHUMOUS AMERICAN

METRAZOL HELPS ELDERLY PATIENTS 
There are three methods of shock treatment, all 
of which have cleared up mental disturbances in 
many cases. These methods are insulin, metrazol 
and electric shock. That the drug, metrazol, is 
helpful in other phy sical disturbances in the elderly 
is stated by Drs. Joseph O. Smigel, Lawrence A. 
Serhus, and Samuel Barmak in the Journal of the 
Medical Society of New Jersey . 
“The problem of loss of appetite in the aged 
becomes a serious one, especially in large institu­ 
tions where menus cannot be individualized. The 
care of older people is further complicated by states 
of apathy , apprehension, disorientation, and fatigue 
so often found in such a group.” 
Metrazol proved beneficial in improving the ap­ 
petite, blood picture, and general condition in a 
group of 20 patients in a chronic disease sanator­ 
ium. This drug stimulates breathing and circulation 
of the blood and thus reduces the “gone” feeling 
due to lack of ox y gen in the blood and increases 
the general well-being of the patient. Metrazol is 
stable, non-tox ic (not poisonous) and does not ac­ 
cumulate in the sy stem even when given for a 
considerable length of time. The absorption of 
metrazol, whether gven by mouth or injection, is 
good. 
“Metrazol is administered in a dose of 0.2 gms. 
four times a day . If there is no improvement after 
a month, the dose is increased to 0.3 gms. four 
times a day . Under such management almost all 
patients showed improved appetite. 
Hemoglobin 
(iron), red, and also white cell count rose. The 
disorientation (loss of knowledge of his where­ 
abouts) disappears. Patients who had lost control 
of their bowel and bladder freq uently regained this 
control by use of metrazol. Another favorable re­ 
sponse to its use is that the blood pressure falls 
significantly , especially in those who have high 
blood pressure.” 
“Many patients previously bedridden become 
able to walk about and « re able to care for their 
own needs.” This being able to walk about and 
look after their own needs means much to phy si­ 
cians, nurses and attendants in an institution where 
the patients are all “chronics,” many of them bed­ 
ridden. 
A few y ears ago it was found that insulin, used 
to give shock treatment to mental patients, not 
only increased the appetite of mental patients but 
also increased the appetite in children and adults 
who were not mental patients. 
It may be that electrical treatment may also 
help these mental patients by increasing appetite, 
increasing circulation and lowering the blood pres­ 
sure as it may the general well-being of non­ 
mental patients.

The timing couldn’t have been 
worse, although there is probably 
more misunderstanding of what

about than on any of the other 
highly controversial issues raised 
in the UN. The official U. S. gov­ 
ernment position on it is not well 
known. 
Gne of the principal reasons ad­ 
vanced for the necessity of pass­ 
ing Ohio Sen. John W. Brickers’ 
proposed 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ment to limit the force of interna­ 
tional treaties as internal U. S. 
law had been a fear of this UN 
covenant on human rights. 
The fear of the temporarily de­ 
feated Bricker amendment sup­ 
porters had been that the covenant 
would impose on the United States 
“guarantees” that every man and 
woman had a right to work, eq ual 
pay for eq ual work, trade-union 
membership, social security , ade­ 
q uate living standards, free edu­ 
cation, and protection for mothers. 
Desirable as such ideals may be, 
they were criticized as impossi­ 
ble or impractical of attainment 
by government decree. And from 
this criticism arose much of the 
fear of the UN as a “world gov­ 
ernment,” imposing laws on mem-

The UN Commission on Human 
Rights has been try ing to draft 
its covenant ever since 19 46. Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt was head of the 
commission until 19 50.

POSTHUMOUS AMERICAN 
Henry Litmanowitz died of wounds he 
suffered in Korea fighting for the United 
States. It was his dearest wish that he 
should become a citizen of the country for 
which he gave his life. President Eisenhower 
recently signed a bill granting him posthu­ 
mous citizenship. 
Litmanowitz was only twenty-one years 
old at the time of his death. He came here 
from Germany in 1949 and entered the army 
in 1951. In September of 1952 he was killed. 
Growing up in Germany, Litmanowitz 
knew what tyranny w as. He also knew what 
America was and he loved his adopted land. 
It is heartwarming to know that at least in 
death he gained his wish to be listed as a 
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SPACE PROBLEMS- 
Since the advent of television children 
have been captivated by the idea of con­ 
quering space. Youngsters who once wor­ 
shipped at the shrine of movie cowboys now’ 
focus their attention on “space” adventure 
programs and there has been a phenomenal 
sale of toy rocket ships, space helmets and 
other equipment designed to turn the back­ 
yard into a launching platform for a ship 
to the moon. 
All this was very well when it was con­ 
fined to the imaginings of children. 
But 
every day there are news stories which indi­ 
cate that travel to other planets is not an 
ideal confined to the youngsters. Reputable 
scientists, men who hesitate to make start­ 
ling statements, are taking the idea quite 
seriously. 
Recently we read of the armed forces con­ 
ducting searches through the skies for tiny 
earth satellites which might be used as step­ 
ping stones to the stars. Such satellites 
would prove of use as launching platforms 
for missiles in time of war. In peace time 
they might hold the key to man’s conquest 
of space. 
All this is very disquieting. Just about 
the time that we have adjusted to the age of 
the automobile and the airplane, new con­ 
cepts appear for us to accept. It took us a 
long time to get used to carrying our sun­ 
glasses and to remember to keep our temper 
in check when parking spaces are not avail­ 
able. How will we ever learn to live with 
space helmets and rocket ships? 


A STRONG JAPAN 
There has been a great deal of pressure 
by certain factions in Japan to secure the 
withdrawal of American troops. Despite the 
fact that Japan is in no position to defend 
itself and cannot hope to be for a long time, 
some Japanese politicians have made politi­ 
cal capital of anti-American sentiment. 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida, a wise and able 
man, has taken a positive stand in favor of 
the continued presence of American troops 
in Japan. In a recent speech he made clear 
his belief that communism in Asia is a men­ 
ace to a free and independent Japan and 
that his country cannot hope for any secur­ 
ity without a strong alliance with America. 
It is a paradox that Japan, once one of 
the most militaristic states in history, now 
tends strongly toward pacifism. Many of 
the Japanese who do not wish the country 
to rearm or to cooperate with American 
defense ideas are not in sympathy with com­ 
munism. They simply do not want their 
country to fight again, whatever the reason. 
These misguided Japanese do not realize 
the difference between building strength for 
aggression and building it for defense. A 
strong Japan is an effective deterrent to any 
large scale war in Asia—a weak Japan would 
be an invitation to the Reds to start trouble 
there. 
Premier Yoshida has guided the destiny of 
Japan for five years. It may be hoped that 
he will continue in power. His wisdom and 
foresight have made him one of our most 
valuable allies.

Whoever wins the Republican Prim aries 
in Maine is likely to be elected, because, generally 
speaking, the Republicans prevail in th at State. 
Occasionally, they do not and that becomes na­ 
tionally exciting because the adage th at as Maine 
goes, so the country goes, is still believed. 
The reason anybody runs against the learned 
lady is that Senator M argaret Chase Smith never 
could quite decide whether she is Republican or 
Democrat, because she voted her conscience, which 
can be variable. It is therefore believed that there 
is a fair chance to beat the lady in the prim aries, 
although not a certain one. 
Robert Jones ccmcs of French-Canadian and 
Yankee stock. If elected, he would probably be the 
first Senator of French-Canadian ancestry and in 
Maine, particularly in the northern end, that is 
politics. At any rate, the potato farm ers and the 
fishermen would take it seriously.

In Illinois, where Senator Paul Douglas, the 
learned economist, runs for re-election as a Demo­ 
crat, the Republicans think so well of their chances 
that about seven of them are trying in the pri­ 
maries. Among them are General Julius Klein, the 
public relations counsel, who is a friend of General 
Douglas M acArthur, and Edward A. Hayes, who 
years ago was National Commander of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. 
Hayes gained tame by actively opposing the 
recognition of Soviet Russia in 1933 and, as head 
of the American Legion, going to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to lay his opposition on the line. This 
was a daring thing to do in the atm osphere of the 
time and gives Hayes a record of anti-Stalinism 
which many a Johnny-come-lately must envy. 
W hether th e Republicans will win in Illinois 
or Paul Douglas will keep his seat is for the voters 
to decide in far off November, but meanwhile there 
will be an astonishing amount of politics, vituper­ 
ation, excitement and anguish. Sensitivity there is 
not likely to be much of, for that is a new trait in 
W ashington where many grown men dislike being 
slapped on their bare wrists. 
I do not yet know what is to happen in New 
Hampshire. It has been suggested that the White 
House Keeper of the Gate. Sherman Adams, ex­ 
pects to run in the Republican Prim aries against 
Senator Styles Bridges. Adams was Governor of 
New Hampshire before he went to work for the 
President. He has recently made a speech or two 
to project his personality before the people and 
he used the term . “Fear Deal," which I thought 
was very sm art of him, but it did not take. 
Most Republicans will be very annoyed with 
Sherman Adams if he tries to oust Styles Bridges, 
who is a very big man in the Senate. Adams, 
rightly or wrongly, is disliked among Republicans 
because he gets all the blame for everything that 
goes wrong. If no one else is accounted for, Adams 
is accused. He is in the awful position once held 
by Raymond Moley, Rexford Guy Tugwell, Tommy 
Corcoran and H arry Hopkins. It was probably true 
about Hopkins. As for Adams, he would do better 
if he ran, say after 1956, when his virtues can 
catch up with him and somebody else is the whip­ 
ping boy.

METRAZOL HELPS ELDERLY PATIENTS 
There are three methods of shock treatm ent, all 
of which have cleared up m ental disturbances in 
many cases. These methods are insulin, m etrazol 
and electric shock. That the drug, metrazol, is 
helpful in other physical disturbances in the elderly 
is stated by Drs. Joseph O. Smigel, Lawrence A. 
Serhus, and Samuel Barmak in the Journal of the 
Medical Society of New Jersey. 
“The problem of loss of appetite in the aged 
becomes a serious one, especially in large institu­ 
tions where menus cannot be individualized. The 
care of older people is further complicated by states 
of apathy, apprehension, disorientation, and fatigue 
so often found in such a group.” 
Metrazol proved beneficial in improving the ap­ 
petite, blood picture, and general condition in a 
group of 20 patients in a chronic disease sanator­ 
ium.

If there is no improvement after 
a month, the dose is increased to 0.3 gms. four 
times a day. Under such management almost all 
patients showed improved appetite.

“Many patients previously bedridden become 
able to walk about and are able to care for their 
own needs.” This being able to walk about and 
look after their own needs means much to physi­ 
cians. nurses and attendants in an institution where 
the patients are all “chronics,” many of them bed­ 
ridden. 
A few years ago it was found that insulin, used 
to give shock treatm ent to mental patients, not 
only increased the appetite of mental patients but 
also increased the appetite in children and adults 
who were not mental patients. 
It may be that electrical treatm ent may also 
help these mental patients by increasing appetite, 
increasing circulation and lowering the blood pres­ 
sure as it may the general well-being of non­ 
mental patients.

tional treaties as internal U. S. 
law had been a fear of this UN 
covenant on human rights. 
The fear of the temporarily de­ 
feated Bricker amendment sup­ 
porters had been that the covenant 
would impose on the United States 
“guarantees” that every man and 
woman had a right to work, equal 
pay for equal work, trade-union 
membership, social security, ade­ 
quate living standards, free edu­ 
cation. and protection for mothers. 
Desirable as such ideals may be, 
they w’ere criticized as impossi­ 
ble or impractical of attainment 
by government decree. And from 
this criticism arose much of the 
fear of the UN as a “world gov­ 
ernment,” imposing laws on mem­

In drafting the covenant, the 
Communists expanded the original 
concept to include a number of 
economic, social and cultural prin­ 
ciples which had nothing to do 
with basic political rights.

Adult education, for many years 
a popular part of the program in 
larger city and central of consoli­ 
dated schools, is spreading to the 
small rural school. 
Approx imately 155 persons are 
registered in nine adult evening 
classes meeting in five small rural 
schools

county surrounding the city of 
Kingston.

Pastor Teaches Art 
The adult program in the area’s 
rural schools traces its beginning 
to a class in oil painting offered at 
the Rosendale village school by 
the Rev. Albert H. Shultis, pastor 
of the R o s e n d a l e Reformed 
Church. 
The class was offered on a free 
basis, but the interest shown re­ 
sulted about the middle of the 
current school year in the estab­ 
lishment of other classes 
in 
a 
variety of subjects under the state 
aided program. 
The Rev. Mr. Shultis, in addi­ 
tion to his Rosendale class, now 
instructs an oil painting class at 
the Tillson school. Also at - the 
Tillson school is a sewing class 
taught by Mrs. Floyd Ellsworth. 
This class had an original enroll­ 
ment of 14, but almost immediate­ 
ly after it began the enrollment 
grew to 29 . 
Glaaco Has Courses 
At the Glasco school, there are 
classes in typing, with Mrs. Ann 
Mahoney as teacher; sewing, in­ 
structed by Miss MUriel Ferraro, 
and 
knitting, 
taught 
by 
Mrs. 
Wanda Dunham. 
Mrs. Dunham also teaches a 
knitting class at the Emma Wy- 
gant School at Flatbush. A rug 
making class at the same school 
is taught by Mrs. Thomas Good­ 
man.

schools, 
however, 
were 
¡slower to take up the program. 
This was due in a large measure, 
Russell has ex plained, to the dif­ 
ficulties in obtaining the neces­ 
sary equipment and facilities.

Offering Courses 
For Adult Study 


Adult education, for many years 
a popular part of the program in 
larger city and central of consoli­ 
dated schools, is spreading to the 
small rural school. 
Approximately 135 persons are 
registered in nine adult evening 
classes meeting in five small rural 
schools in Supervisory District 
No. 1, serving the area in Ulster 
county surrounding the city of 
Kingston. 
In addition, several classes in 
automobile driving 
are 
being 
planned to start as soon as ar­ 
rangements are completed for ob­ 
taining the properly equipped 
automobile. 
Pastor Teaches Art 
The adult program in the area’s 
rural schools traces its beginning 
to a class in oil painting offered at 
the Roscndale village school by 
the Rev. Albert H. Shultis, pastor 
of the R o s e n d a l e Reformed 
Church. 
The class was offered on a free 
basis, but the interest shown re­ 
sulted about the middle of the 
current school year in the estab­ 
lishment of other classes in a 
variety of subjects under the state 
aided program. 
The Rev. Mr. Shultis, in addi­ 
tion to his Rosendale class, now 
instructs an oil painting class at 
the Tillson school. Also at «the 
Tillson school is a sewing class 
taught by Mrs. Floyd Ellsworth. 
This class had an original enroll­ 
ment of 14, but almost immediate­ 
ly after it began the enrollment 
grew to 29. 
Glaseo Has Courses 
At the Glaseo school, there are 
classes in typing, with Mrs. Ann 
Mahoney as teacher; sewing, in­ 
structed by Miss Muriel Ferraro, 
and knitting, taught by Mrs. 
Wanda Dunham. 
Mrs. Dunham also teaches a 
knitting class at the Emma Wy- 
gant School at Flatbush.
